California and M exican Commerce. 


Our correspondent writing from San 
Francisco under date of ADril 16th says 
that trade between that port and Mex- 
loo has fallen off greatly since the 
revolution started. 
The causes are 
many. 
Leading m erchants are afraid 
to make large shipments owing to the 
unsettled state of Mexico. 
The Con­ 
sulate feels this severely. Besides un­ 
der the new Mexican law all invoices 
•f less than $50 pays no duty, and such 
invoices are numerous;the fees on 
manifests in ballast is reduced from $10 
to $2. The general reduction in salary 
of Consuls has been reduced from $3,­ 
000 per year to $1,500. Owing to the 
state of w ar in that Republic Consuls 
and other diplomatic agents can only 
draw half pay even at the reduced 
rates. In some cases it is cut offalto­ 
gether. Even President Lerdo only 
accepted half his salary when receiv­ 
ing the last instalment, although ten­ 
dered the full amount. There has 
been ne steamers or sailing vessels 
leaving this port for Mexico within 
the past fifteen days. This is caused 
by troubles in the Pacific Mail (Steam­ 
ship Company so far as regards steam­ 
ers’ departures, and owing to the rev­ 
olution so far as regards sailing ves­ 


sels. This condition of affairs is very 
serious. 
If they keep on Consuls will 
find the stagnation especially unpro- 
pitious. The facts stated already m ake 
the Consulate of San Francisco one of 
the least im portant to the incumbent 
in point of revenue. 


FO U L A T TH E FOUNTA IN H E A D . 


Slowly but surely public investiga­ 
tion has followed up the stream of of­ 
ficial corruption until the fountain 
head has been reached, and the source 
is found to be more corrupt, if such a 
thing were possible, than the stream 
itself. 
For the first time in the his­ 
tory of the Nation the Chief Execu­ 
tive is arraigned on well sustained 
charges of bribery and corruption—of 
using the public funds to defeat the 
will of the people. The statements 
published 
in yesterday 
m orning’s 
H e r a l d , if true—and the evidence of 
their truth seems incontrovertible- 
wili cause all honest citizens of the 
United States to hang their heads in 
shame and sorrow. The peculations, 
frauds and defalcations of our public 
servants during the past few years 
have subjected us to the sneers and 
ridicule of every other civilized and 
enlightened nation under the sun and 
now we are called upon to face the 
crowning infam y—the disgrace of the 
President of the United States. Surely 
we have reached the lowest depths of 
humiliation. 
Beside this expose of 
the President’s 
unlawful 
acts the 
frauds of our B e l k n a p s and B a b ­ 


c o c k s sink into nothingness and the 
infamies of the servant are overshad­ 
owed and hidden by the stupendous 
villainies of the master. 
W h at shall 
be done to purge the nation of this 
most 
disgraceful of her long cata­ 
logue 
of disgraces? 
At the first 
uncovering of the sickening mass the 
almost universal cry will be impeach­ 
ment, but reflection m ay cause a 
change in public sentiment. W e may 
impeach the President and hurl him 
from his high position. 
But why 
should we publish our own disgrace? 
W hy prolong the exhibition of the na­ 
tio n ’s humility? The term is almost 
closed; the Presidential election is 
near athand. If he will, let President 
G r a n t retain his place until the fourth 
of next March. 
H e will then retire as 
m any of his appointees have already 
retired, with the words “ unfaithful 
steward” branded on his forehead and 
he will sinkfiuto a political grave so 
deep that the sound of the resurrec­ 
tion trum p will not reach his ear. He 
has affixed a stain on the nation’s re­ 
cord which time may partially erase 
but impeachment will convert that 
stain into a foul blot that will remain 
a stigma and a disgrace while the R e­ 
public is num bered with the nations 
of the earth. 


OUT O F ITS O W N M OUTH. 


I t has never been the custtom of the 
H e r a l d to question the motives, 
doubt the ability or reflect on the pro­ 
bity of the Common Council of this 
city. That work has been the special­ 
ty of the Express. 
It has editorially 
or in communications, written, doubt­ 
less in the office, arraigned the Coun­ 
cil on m any charges of omission and 
commission and not unfrequently it 
has animadverted on the incapacity 
of that body in terms more caustic 
than complimentary. 
We reprint a 
letter which appeared in the columns 
of that paper in its issue of March 21st, 
1876,; in which a position is taken 
strangely a t variance with its recent 
encomiums on the efficiency and abil­ 
ity of the Council. We request a care­ 
ful reading of the communication 
which is as follows : 


E d it o r s E x p r e s s 
In your issue 
of Friday evening, in regard to there 
being but one bid before the Common 
Council of this city, for the construc­ 
tion of a submerged dam across the 
Los Angeles river you ask, “ W hat is 
the matter with our contractors? Have 
they become lazy?” There is at pres­ 
ent in our midst as good and energet­ 
ic a body of contractors as graces any 
city of its size in the Union—m en 
whose aggregate of contracts com­ 
pleted iu other places, foot up a sum 
total of millions of dollars. 
There are several reasons why there 
was not more spirit of competition 
manifested among bidders for this 
public work. The first is the vacillat­ 
ing course pursued by the Council in 
regard to former proposals for this 
same work, which had strictly com­ 
plied with the requirements of the 
published specifications, for the depos­ 
iting of $1,000 contingent upon the 
filing of a bond of $20,000 for the faith­ 
ful performance of the work. 
W hen 
that Council found that the estimates 
of contractors were nearly one-third 
greater than they had been led to be­ 
lieve the work would cost. 
Then 
they increased the bond to $50,000; 
after some deliberation, 
thinking 
this am ount excessive, they simmer­ 
ed down to $30,000, just $10,000 more 
thau they required in the specifica­ 
tions, as if it was as easy for a contrac­ 
tor to obtain bonds as it is for them to 
exceed their published requirements. 
Legal Courts require an indem nity of 
double the am ount at issue, aud the 
Common Council of Los Angeles is 
the only corporation in this State 
which follows suit. 
Does any sane 
m an imagine th at this city could re­ 
cover $30,000, providing a bond was 
given, and the contractor failed when 
the work was half completed? Would 
not an intelligent jury ascertain the 
amount of damage, allow them so 
much, and not one cent more? 
Another reason why .there was not 
more activity am ong the “ poor and 
needy” for this crumb was the m an­ 
ner of paymeuts, which are three in 
number, upon estimate, w ith a reser­ 
vation of ten percent, upon each, the 
first payment or assessment to be 
made upon one-third of mason.y work 
being completed. 
Now, this m a ­ 
sonry work is the capping of the dam, 
three hundred feet long, sixteen feet 
wide and from one foot to five feet in 
height; and hence, the “ poor devil” 
of a contractor, unless he built and 
completed the dam by sections (which 
I contend is not the proper manner), 
would not receive a cent until the en­ 
tire 
work 
was nearly completed. 
Hence the contract Is beyond the con­ 
trol of those of lim ited means. 
Look, 


for instance, at the difference of policy 
between the agents of the national 
Government and this 
im maculate 
Council. 
“The improvements for the 
harbor at San Diego, a work for which 
the Government 
has appropriated 
$80,000, will be let on March 22d, 1876. 
By published circulars the bonds for 
‘earthw ork’ are $6,000, and those for 
‘rock work’ are $12,000, with estimates 
and paym ents monthly, as the work 
Íiroceeds. 
Such a bond, in case of 
ailure can be made good, for It is 
w ithin the limits of reason. 
Your 
Main street sewer cost the tax payers 
on the line $4,000 more than it would 
had the bonds been $10,000, and so will 
every movement of your Council if 
they still persist in dem anding exor­ 
bitant bonds. 
It seems their true pol­ 
icy as agents would be to invite com­ 
petition and not strangle it, and what 
is still worse, lay themselves liable to 
the imputation of working for a ring, 
which is not for a m om ent tolerated 
or believed by 
C o n t r a c t o r . 


O u r friend J a m e s , of the Board of 
Education, wonders that the H e r a l d 
ventures to hope th at we will be able 
to get along w ithout levying a special 
tax for school purposes, and to sustain 
his assertion that the H e r a l d has 
changed views on this subject, gives 
his understanding of opinions ex­ 
pressed during a private conversation 
between himself, Mr. J a c k s o n and 
the editor of the H e r a l d . Mr. J a m e s 
q uotes correctly one sentence expressed 
by us at that “ private” interview. We 
have too m uch respect for the rules of 
etiquette aud the amenities of society 
to repeat anything he said on th at oc­ 
casion, but we think Mr. J a c k s o n 
will remember, if Mr. J a m e s caunot, 
that we merely expressed a preference 
for the special tax over the bond plan 
of providing funds for building school 
houses. 
Our private and public opin­ 
ion is that an increase of taxation 
should be the very last resort.

I f he 
should indulge his inclinations he 
would speak in favor of Dr. B ush and 
his im m ediate colleague, Fred.

Both m en deserved the sin­ 
cere praise of the people of Los Ange 
les. 
So far as concerned Dr. Bush he 
could not speak from personal experi­ 
ence, but so far as public reputation 
w ent he was considered a hard-w orking 
honest 
and 
devoted Senator.

Mr. L am bourn he could speak from 
personal knowledge, as they sat side 
by side the W in te r through.

C om m ittee on Public Buildings, and 
caused the investigation of N a p a In ­ 
sane A sylum frauds. 
As to himself, 
G eneral McConnell stated th a t his one 
object in going to Sacram ento was to 
puss the C onstitutional Convention 
bill. 
T h a t bill failed, but it was m ain­ 
ly th e fault of the press, w hich did not 
support h im properly. 
The loss of 
th a t m easure would be regretted by 
the people of California for the next 
twenty-five years. 
The speaker then 
w ent into details in describing the de­ 
feat of the C onstitutional Convention 
bill. 
The m ain tiling to be explained 
was his conduct in refereuce to the 
Freights and P’ares bill. 
On that 
question he was prepared to defend 
himself from A to Izard. 
H e had 
studied the bill and knew every word 
in it. 
The speaker explained fully 
the w orkings of the A rcher bill, and 
pronounced it the m ost odious, vil­ 
lainous and unfair proposition ever 
made.

Irrigation,
